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Meandering sidewalk 
sidetracked? 


At the annual town meeting last 
March, the town voted to install a 
meandering sidewalk along Glen 
Road. Monday evening, Town 
Manager Sterling Morris announced 
the possibility of a change in plans to 
the board of selectmen, making the 
sidewalk a curbside one instead. 

“There isn't one party so far who 
wants a meandering sidewalk,’ he 
said. ‘Everyone wants it curbside.” 

A meandering sidewalk was 
originally proposed because of the 
peculiar layout of Glen Road. Homes 
there are quite close to the street, 
‘The street itself has no clearly defined 
boundaries. A meandering sidewalk 
would eliminate the need to remove 
many treés or use unnecessarily large 
chunks of abutters’ property. 

Selectman Dan Gillis seemed upset 
about the proposed change. ‘I'm not 
going along with any change until the 


people tell me," he said. ‘You better 
have another hearing."” 
Morris replied that because of some 


problems with people who don’t want 
their trees removed, there would be a 
meeting held Friday at 1 p.m. at the 
highway department. Gillis said that 
he felt the meeting should be in the 
evening so that everyone could attend. 
Aldo Caira, chairman of the board, 
said that he agreed, but in the in- 
terests of getting the sidewalk com- 
pleted as soon as possible, he thought 
the Friday meeting should stand. 
Also discussed at the selectmen’s 
meeting, which took place just prior 
to the special town meeting, was the 
proposed relocation of the Harold

Lillian Woodside never 


Lillian Woodside died on Friday, 
September 30, knowing that her 
dream of a health center for 
Wilmington was coming to be.

Both of them were 
registered pharmacists, and their 
daughter Carol became a pharmacist 
as well. They closed the drug store 
four years ago, after a harrowing ex- 
perience with a robber seeking drugs. 

It was at that pharmacy that Lillian 
Woodside became involved in com- 
munity affairs; the drug store proved 
to be an ideal base for her work. 

She and her husband were charter 
member of the Wilmington Chamber

The motion, however, brought a sur- 
prise amendment proposal from Den- 
nis Volpe, a member of a new 
organization called WHOA 
(Wilmington Home Owners 
Association). The group is concerned 
about Wilmington’s constantly in- 
creasing tax rate and hopes to 
challenge unnecessary town spending 
and “‘keep the budget from running 
wild,” according to Bill MacKinnon, 
another of its members. 

Volpe moved that the town vote to 
transfer all available funds to a sur- 
plus unt for the sole purpose of 
defraying next year's property*taxes. 
Callan declared that the motion was 
out of order because it was too broad 
to be encompassed within the limits of 
article two. Town Counsel Alan Alt- 
man explained that the motion would 
in effect take all money out of all ac- 
counts leaving the town with nothing 
to operate on. He went on to say that 
any surplus left in any account at the 
end of the fiscal year reverts back to 
the general fund of the town to be used 
at the next town meeting to offset
